In the Greenlawn Cemetery, Were the 


Remains of W. R. Smith. 


The remains of William Russell 


Smith, of MoDermott, arrived on the 
C. P. & V. noon train and were im- 
mediately laid to jest in Gieenlawn 
cemetery. 
So man in the county, perhaps, 


was more generally known than W. 
K. Smith. He was born in Alex- 
andria, the original settlement at the 
mouth of the Scloto river, situated 
on the west side of the river, on Sep- 
tember 15th, 1824. He lived to see 
the old village disappear and a pros- 
perous city grow in its stead. At the 
time of his death he was .seventy- 
three years old. His whole'^life had 
been spent in this county. He was 
known as one of the most charitable 
men in.the county. He always took 
great interest in politics, keeping 
thoroughly posted on all issues of the 
day. 
He was never an aspirant for 


office, but was always ready to assist 
a friend. In a political campaign 
during the war he and Milton Ken- 
nedy were appointed by Secretary 
Salmon P. Chase to go South to pro- 
tect the interest of the North in the 
transfer of the cotton ' crop seized 
from 
the Confederacy. 
This 
was 


possibly the only official position he 
held during his life. His official work 
and his dealings with his fellowmen 
were always honest and charitable. 
He leaves a wife and seven children 
to mourn the loss of a husband and 
father. 
Two sisters also survive—- 


Mrs. William Moore, of this city, and 
Mrs. J. F. Smith, of Vicksburg.

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THE HEROES 


Of the Colored Race Honored 


by Eloquent Words. 


'Sermon by Rev; 1. M. Wfcite That 


Sparkles With Instruction. 


The Hegro in the Revolution—The 


War of 1812—The Late Rebellion 


and the Present Conflict. 


A sermon preached by; Rev. J. 


'M. White, pastor of the Findlay 
street M. .E. church, (colored) in 
honor of the colored fallen heroes: 


Text—I Corinthians, 13:10 verses. 


Subject: "Our Fallen Heroes.'' 
- I feel duty bound to pay a :tribute 
'to our fallen hrerbes, who fought, 
,bled and died on the field of battle. 
The negro race is of .'.< greatest an- 
.'tfquity; a haidy people; endowed 
with some enviable qualities; has 
.always been loyal to -the old .flag 
which now floats over a free United 


. 'States. He has shown himself worthy 
' and competent'to a commendable de- 
gree. That he has contributed, anc 
does by his strong right arm add to 
the 
material ..development.. of his 


country, and as a soldier he has in 
every struggle of Ins country for

liberty, marched to battle, laid bare 
his noble breast, fought like the 
bravest and died by .the thousands

•a braver, more docile, more reliable, 
-self-sacrificing soldier, none donned 
the uniform or bore arms more cred-, 
"itable against this country's foe.' "No 
'student of history will question or 
deny this assertion. With these facts 
stated we will now proceed to some 
historical facts. 
Historians ^ tell us 
that the negro, even when [a slave, 
has shown a greater willingness to 
lay down himself upon the altar of his 
country than the white man North or 
Soutli has been willing- to allow him 


-"to rdo so. But awise, over-ruling 


Providence has invariably opened the 
.way; and he has'gone to do all he 
could to save his government from 
against her foes. Hence we behold 
him in the war for American inde- 
pendence against British injustice, 
the war of 1812 and that of the late 
rebellion against the federal govern- 
ment, and we will learn of his deeds 
of bravery in the American Spanish 
war.First. The negro in the Revolu- 
tionary war. And here, .before the 
war was on, we find a negro in the 
person of Crispua Attucks in the 
streets of Boston endeavoring to Tepel 
the adavnce of the British troops on 
their march .through the city. The 
feeling against these soldiers on the 
.part of the citizens was intense, urged 
: on by the popular indignation. Cris- 


pus Attucks, the leader, advanced 
; upon them with his motley crew, 


using as weapons stones, clubs.and 


,- clenched list, crying, "The way to get 
rid of these soldiers is to attack the 
main guard, strike at the root; this 
is the nest." The order was given 
and the attack was made. The Brit- 
ish fired upon them and Cr'spus At- 
tucks fell dead. This brave negro 
leader was 'first to shed blood and 


, that;his own for American inde- 


pendence. He with 
three 
white 


heroes who died on the same spot 
were buried in the same grave. Of 
them the poet says: 
"Long as in freedom's cause the wise contend, 
Dear to your country »• all your fame extend, 
"While to the world the Ittttred stones shall 


tell, 
WhereCaldwell, AUncks, Gray and Manerick 


fell 
The scene of this sacrifice was un- 


der the shadow of 
Fanaueil hall 


known as the cradle of liberty and 
within whose ascred precincts the 
body of this hero was laid in state 


, 
till the day of burial. American dis- 
content with British taxation with- 
out representation increased until the 
Revolutionary war broke out in all of 
its fury. 
Here again the black hero 


—claims first honors. There is a his- 


torical spot in Charleston, .Mass., 
marked, by that, old, Revolutionary 
monument at Bunker's Hill. It was 
there on the 17th day of June, 1775, 
.that the troops of King 
George 


pitched battle against the hardy sons 
of the irrepressible America.: The 
gallant British Major Pttcarn ordered 
the charge, saying, "The 
day is 


ours." His commanding presence and 
courage so alarmed the Americans 


do. Then it was that intrepid negro 
soldier, Peter Salem, advancing to 
the front, leveling his, gun at the 
king's officer, sent a ball through liis 
body and he fell as did Goliath before 
David. This shot won the day for 
American freedom from the British 
yoke. So long as Bunker's Hill mon- 
ument ;shall stand, let the nwraory of 
that -hero live/in your mirias. We 
notice that the negro1 shed fcls -own 
blood first and was,-first.t» spill the 
blood of the enemy"'to'gSye to America 
her freedom, her independence. Salem 
Poor, his name deserves to be men- 
tioned. He was a man of dignified 
bearing, 
fearless ras a soldier and 


trusted as a comrade. Fifteen white 
men of eminence, who had full knowl- 
edge of him, says this of him: 
"To 


set forth the particulars of his con- 
duct would be tedious: -wo;..only' beg 
leave.'to;say-in.the person of this said 
negro centers a;brave and- gallant 
soldier. The reward due to so great 
arid . distinugished a character we 
siibmit to the congress." 


I will relate to you another daring, 


successful feat of a negro soldier in 
Newport, R-. I. 
Lieutenant,Colonel 


Bartuti laid the plan for the capture 
of the British major general,. Pres- 
cott. The negro soldier was named 
Prince. 
Baron arid Prince were close 


together. The guard was misled by 
them: the house was reached. Prince 
by well-directed rams with his hard 
head/gained entrance to the mansion 
Once he entered he forced open ,Gen 
era! Prescott's1 bed-room door, \vitl 
butts of the head and captured his 
man before he could recover from, his 
surprise.

In recorigition'of .the val- 


uable service of the Rhode Island 
negro troops in this war, I will recite 
to you the words of the Rev. Dr. Har- 
rasV himself a white soldier and an 
anti-slavery, man. He said: "Yes, 
a regiment of negroes fighting for 
our liberty and independence—not.a 
white man among them—but their 
own officers stationed in the same re- 
sponsible position. 
Had they been 


unfaithful or given way before the 
enemy all would have been ,lost. 
Three times in succession 'were they 
attacked with most .desperate valor 
and fury by well-disciplined and 
vetern troops, and three times did 
they successfully. repel the assault 
and thus preserved our army from 
capture. They fought through the 
war. They were brave, hardy troops. 
They helped to gain our liberty and 
independence." 


In a batlte in charge of Gen. Stump 


the Americans were badly repulsed. 
In a critical moment a negro by the 
name of Jeflry, who was only a com- 
mon negro "soldierd, rushed forward 
and mounted a horse, took command 
and gained the. day for the Ameri- 
cans, As a reward for this success- 
ful bravery he was titled "Major" 
Jeffery. 
Long after the war he was 


respected by all classes. 


There were at least 50,000' negroes 


wbo fought to gain American inde- 
pendence. In battle they were the 
acknowledged equal of 
the white 


soldiery. Then let the negro feel the 
force of^these lines: 
: . 


"Our country 'tis of the thee 
Sweet land of liberty," 


negrtf would fight; and seemingly 
manded that he prove himself a 
oldier before facing the enemy, re- 
minding us of the lather who told his 
sons never to go near the water until 
they had learned to swim.: The negro 
believed with an unswerving faith 
that slavery was the one cause of war, 
and that God was now ready'to pun- 
sh the oppressor and v let the op- 
pressed go free. : Soothe chorus of 
heir favorite song of this period was: 
''It must be now that 'the kingdom 
am coming and the year of jubilee." 
Naturally he was anxious to do all he 
could, and what lay in; his power to 
save the country by putting down the 
rebellion and secure tor himself the 
coveted boon of freedom. ' 
. 


In a speech made in.the .early days 


of the war at Worcester, 
Mass., 


Charles Sumner said:;, "I do not say, 
carry the'war into Africa, .but carry 
Africa into thfe war." 


The first colored:regiment was or- 


ganized by Gen. David Hunter, in 
May,' 1862. 
When .' the Twentieth 


regiment, U. U.S.-troops, were ready 
to leave Ricker' s Island for service, 
the Union League club of New York 
proposed to give them a reception, 
but some of the committee did' not 
yish to expose them to mob violence 
and theyjinfdrmed the commander of 
the regiment, Col. Bartram, .and 
asked him if he thought he could get 
through the city to which the brave 
commander replied: "Give me room 
to land.my regiment,' and .if it can- 
not'march through "New York it is 
not fit to go into the field."

That city, which is the Queen City 
of the gulf, was threatened by the 
invasion of the royal troops. This 
caused great alarm among the Ameri- 
cans. The hearts of the people beat 
heavy with fear. 
GPD. Jackson, who 


was in command of our interest there, 
called for volunteers. The black sons 
of the republic, rejoicing in the op- 
portunity given them to serve their 
country, flew to 'arms at'once. 
Five 


hundred of them placed themselves 
at the command of Gen. Jackson. 
These were the more acceptable, be- 
cause the whites weie divided on the 
issues of the war.. Trie hour of con- 
flict came on. . Every man, black an"* 
white, was a general 'in himself, and 
an inveterate foe. The enemy ad- 
vanced. The order to fire was given 
arid executed with precision 
and 


deadly effect. 
When the smoke of 


battle was cleared away the British 
were gone, leaving their dead and 
wounded on the field of battle dyed 
in their blood. The day was the 
American's, . with equal honors to 
black and white heroes. 


Thus we see freedom's cause again 


defended by the noble black braves. 
I will recite to you the words of Hon. 
Robert C. Winthrop, in congress, in 
1850. 
He said: "But 
however it 


may have been in the 
Northern 


states, I can tell the senator what 
happened in the Southern states at. 
that period. I believe I shall be 
borne out in the saying that no regi- 
ment of troops did better service at 
New Orleans than did the black regi- 
ments, which were organized under 
Gen. Jackson himself, after a most 
glorious appeal to the patriotism and 
honor of the people of color of that 
region, and which, after they came 
out of the war, received the thanks of 
Gen. Jackson in a proclamation which 
has teen thought worthy of being 
inscribed on the pages of history." 


Third. 
Negro and Late Rebellion. 


—Be it remembered, as in the Revo- 
lutionary war, the negro was not 
wanted. Even President Lincoln re- 
marked to Dr. Potter, of Chicago, 
when urged to press the negro into 
service: "If we were to arm them, I 
fear that in a few weeks the arnts 
would be in the hands of the rebels."

The arsenal of Ca- 
vite has been prepared for occupation 
by the United States troops upon their 
arrival on transports." 


The officials have been more anxious 


than they cared to betray as to Admi- 
ral Dewey's condition. They were not 
seriously apprehensive of personal dan- 
ger 
gaining ground that the admiral had 
not maintained the same measures of 
success in his operations in. Manilla 
bay that rewarded his first effort. 


Now the report received goes to show 


that his plans are working out admi- 
rably; that he has succeeded in placing 
upon the insurgents the burden of con- 
ducting military operations against 
the Spaniards while he himself is lying 
in enforced idleness awaiting the arri- 
val of troops, and that he has succeed- 
ed in preventing the corruption of the 
insurgent leaders by the Spaniards, 
which appeared at one time to be 
threatening. 


There is some speculation here by 


anxious minds as to how the insur- 
gents will treat the prisoners they have 
taken, who are more numerous, it is 
said, than all the captures made by the 
Cuban insurgents since : their

It was reported by cable, soon after
